It docs not warrant the expense, or 
tho danger, and it Is only possible 
under ideal conditions. 

To conclude it is evident that the 
whole' future of airplane transport- 
ation is very doubtful, for reflection 
shows the absurd disproportion bet- 
ween effort and attainment especial- 
ly when the dangers and uncertain- 
ties Involved are considered.

They 
imiHt be passed regardless nf term 
work, iililiouKli lliis Is (onKiilercd in 
arriving at a finai veriliot for prom i- 
tlon. While pass .simb iits are licid lo 
course requlrciiients. the honor stu- 
dents arc, within lltnlls, free to do as 
they like. Tho.se who fail may be trans- 
ferred to the pnas coufKe during the 
first two ycir.". but with difficiilty 
tlic-rcaflcr, because of the .seaucnce.^ 
ciifnroed in that curriculum. 

"The policy with regard to examin- 
ations Is not tho unanimous verdict of 
the Unvcrslty on this poir.!. it re- 
flects local conditions during tiio de- 
velopment of the institution aiul to 
some degree the Inflocnco of proce- 
dure in the United States. Certain 
mcinbors of the faculty who have had 
their training In England would gladly 
modify it In favor of a general final 
examination." 

Discussing the .Vmerican technical 
terms of education tho experts explain 
why "sludy Is a major sport" at the 
University of Toronto. ^ 

"This universal concern with the 
'unit' and tho 'point' has made it diffi- 
niH. for many to think of education 
in other than (luantltative tovm?. 
Quality la an element that wo admire 
and approve but hesitate to touch In 
comparison with tho comforting sc- 
I'lirlty of 'credits'; our pupils and stu- 
dents Caleb ttio OHO at oiu-c aiul do 
the .same. The system Is regarded 
with amusement and Incredulity 
abroad. It has been on trial for many 
years, and neither In theory nor as 
I'vciniillllrd In Its rffoots upon Anu-r- 
loiiiis who go to sludy In othrr t,uul.<. 
laii even llio nvosi Intelligent Kuro- 
pean lliero or hero find reason fi>r re- 
giirdlng it as other than absurd. 

"Tho moment that permanent, pre- 
risoly drawn alms are established, this 
flimsy lain lo noi onsiuilv disappears. In 
many collegos and nnlversiltle.s there 
linvo ilevelnpetl Hlnco the war 'honor' 
Krini\iH nf carefully aetooted students 
Willi nio relieved from Iho usual en- 
llimoliieiits iiiid ,iro allinvi-d, uiulor iho 
KilliliUii'o III lliolr prolossnv!., I>« ro.id 
liiili'peiidenlly for evamlnntlon. This 
Is oiiooiii'iiHlng so far as It goes, but 
for many yoara In mir oulleses small 
MriiupH of Ko-oalled 'honor studoius' 
liiixo liooii.
